BOLD RESERVE GROWING WEAK 


Dleveland and His Cabinet Are Busy 
\ Conferring, 


THE BIMETALLISTS ARE SIMPLY WAITING 


How the Southern Congressmen Will 
_ Bpend Christm Postmasters 
\ _ for Georgia. 


Washington, December 23.—(Special.)— 
Whe republicans did not bring in a tariff 
‘bill as was expected. Chairman Dingley 
and his men met all day yesterday but 
could not agree as to the scledules they 
Wanted to protect. They have fully de- 
termined, however, to launch a bill on the 
country. They neither expect nor do 
they propose to pass a bill. But the pres- 
ent action of such a measure at this time, 
@s a fepublican said today, will have the 
desired effect of bringing forward the tar- 
iff as an issue again and relegating for the 
Present the financial question. It is said 
that before this session adjourns the sound 


. money men will have completely shelved 
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the financial question and made the tariff 
the vital issue in the next campaign. It 
is exactly what sound money men of 
both parties are trying to do. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, said to The 
Constitution tonight that not only were 
the gold men in the republican party, but 
those in the democratic party as well, try- 
ing to sidetrack the silver ‘ssue on any 
pretense whatever. They see that it is 
hopeless to bring in a financial bill or any 
Sroposition for bonds. . 

When the house was democratic by 
three-fourths there was never a time 
when a bond issue could have been author- 
ized. Now that it is three-fourths re- 
publican it would be just as aifficuit to 
pass a bond Dill. Gold: men in both 


“houses see this and so they have decided 


on the tariff play, which is just as hope- 
less but effectual in the way that it elim- 
inates to a certain extent the silver issue. 
But it cannot be eliminated. No sooner 
will the bill be sent to the senate than 
amendments looking to the coinage of 
silver will be tacked on to it in one way 
or another and the whole issue brought 
forward. 

“There has not been a time,’’ continued 
Senator Jones, “in five years that circum- 
stances looked so well for silver. The 
administration by its special message has 
but demonstrated what we have always 
claimed.” 

,Bither the president must continue to 
issue bonds or allow the gold reserve to be 
drained and go upon a silver basis. He 
has precipitated the very crisis which will 
bring about one or the other of these re-

ae Cleveland Is Not Duck Hunting. 


President Cleveland and several mem- 
of his cabinet devoted several hours 
“afees i to a. discussion ef the 

situation. The expectation of in- 

gold shipments during the com- 
ing week overshadowed all other features 
of ‘the currency problem. If reports are 
true $10,000,000 in gold will be withdrawn 
for shipment before January 1st. This 
will bring the reserve below $60,000,000, 
which is not a firm foundafion for the 
nearly $500,000,000 greenbacks and treasury 
notes. 
Syndicate Ready for the Bonds. 

In te most favorable circumstances it 
was a reed by the president and his ad- 
visers that relief could not be expected 
from congress within a month, if then. 
Consequently the situation demanded ex- 
ecutive action and another bond sale was 
voted to be inevitable should the depletion 
of the reserve be continued. 

The difficulty of negotiating a loan 
abroad was canvassed but it was an- 
nounced that assurance had been received 
from members of the syndicate which 
managed tne last loan of $62,000,000 that 
notwithstanding reports to the contrary 
the credit of the United States is yet suffi- 
ciently good to command all the gold the 
treasury needs but at a premium greater 
than the last costly purchase. 

Whether the president will defend his 
proposed action in another message to 
congress is not known, but he will un- 
doubtedly take some means to inform the 


world that he does not propose to permit 


further encroachments upon the reserve 
even if the national debt has to be again 
increased by $100,000,000. 

Bimetallists Are Waiting. 

The bimetallists are quietly watvuning the 
turn of affairs believing that within the 
next few months even this will substantiate 
all their claims and bring about such a 
reversion of feeling that must inevitably 
lead to success.

Washington, December 23.—There was @ 
fair attendance of members when the 
speaker’s gavel fell at noon today. 

Mr. Tracy, of Missouri, republican, was 
appointed to the naval affairs in place of 
Mr. Hart, democrat, of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Daniels, republican, of New York, 
chairman of the committee on elections, 
offered a resolution authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a clerk for each of the three 
branches of the committee and authoriz- 
ing the committee to sit during the ses- 
sions of the house; agreed to. A section of 
the resolution authorizing the chairman 
of the commiitee to apportion the contest- 
ed cases among the three committees was 
objected to by Mr. Crisp and the cases 
were, under the rules, distributed by the 
speaker, the first nine going to cominittee 
No. i, the next eleven to committee No. 
2 and the remainder to committee NO. 6. 

Mr. Dingley, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, stated that the concur- 
rent resolution providing for a holiday ad- 
journment, with the senate amendments, 
had been considered by the ways and means 
committee at their meeting this mormng. 
They had unanimously decided that in view 
of the request contained in the president’s 
message and under all other circumstances 
it would not be appropriate to take a holi- 
day recess until some measure of relief 
had been considered by the house, The 
committee had now such a measure under 
consideration and he hoped by Thursday 
next to report it to the house. All absent 
members had been telegraphed for and 
he hoped they would all be present on that 
day. 

On motion of Mr. Aldrich, republican, 
of Illinois, chairman of the committee on 
accounts, a resolution was agreed to dl- 
recting that committee to designate what 
commitiees should be allowed clerks.- 

On motion of Mr. Dingley, the house, at 
12:30 p. m., adjourned until tomorrow, 


Come Back Absentees. 

Chairman Dingley, of the committee on 
ways and means, requested the sergeant- 
at-arms to telegraph absentee members of 
the house that their presence in the house 
on Thursday was necessary to consider 
a financial measure to be reported on that 
day.

Clearing the Way for Finances. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Hender- 
son, revublican, of Iowa, a member of the 
rules committee, having for its purpose 
the clearing of the way in the house for 
any financial bill which may be reported by 
the ways and means committee. The reso- 
lution provides that when the ways and 
means committee shall report upon the 
questions of raising revenue now before it, 
it shall be in order, cn motion of the chair- 
man of that committee, to take up and 
dispose of the same in the house.

APACHES DO MURDER 


A Rancher and His Entire Family 
Shot and Burned. 


INDIANS BESIEGED THE HOUSE 


When an Escape Was Attempted 
Shooting Followed. 


A POSSE IS NOW PURSUING THE REDSKINS 


Another Family Supposed To Have 
Been Killed Also—Happened 
Near Payson. 


Phoenix, Ariz., December 23.—Perley El- 
lerson, a rancher. his wife and two children 
were murdered and their home near Pay- 
son pestoffice, about 100 miles from hcre, 
burned by Anaches last Friday. Their 
bodies were cast into the flames and incin- 
erated. 

The home of Ellerson’s father, which was 
quite near, was also besieged, but it is not 
known whether he shared the same fate. 
The scene of the terrible tragedy is about 
tw miles from the line of the San Carlos 
reservation near the head of Pleasant Val- 
ley. So far as known the rancher's resi- 
dence was fired by Indians early on Friday 
mcrning last and when the occupants &t- 
tempted to escape they were shot down 
and the bodies thrown into the fames. 

Payscn is a small postoffice and there are 
no county or federal offices located near 
by. The news of the massacre has awak- 
ened intense excitement here and a citizens’ 
posse is rapidly being formed to take the 
trail of the reds. The Ellerson family 
ceme here from Booneville, Mo., six years 
ago ond located in the Tonto Basin near 
the Apache reservation. 


KENTUCKY’S CONTRIBUTION. 


FIVE DEATHS BY SHOTGUN AND 
PISTOL YESTERDAY. 


Negroes Attempted a Hold Up and 
One Was Killed—How the Other 
Tragedies Occurred. 


Louisville, Ky., December 23.—Five trag- 
edies were reported from various parts of 
the state today. Near Eckton Leve Hen- 
derson and John Bailey met at a house of 
ill repute and quarreled. After both had 
emptied their pistols without effect Hender- 
son used a shotgun with fatal effect on 
his antagonist. 

Near Hodginsville Tom Friend, supposed 
to be a harmless imbecile, saw Tom Car- 
rico riding by. Without any provocation 
he fired the contents of a double-barreled 
shotgun into Carrico, wounding him fa- 
tally. 

In the upper end of Barren county a 
negro highwaymen attempted ‘to hold up 
a party of white men. The negroes were 
pursued and one, Montford Gatewood, was 
killed. 

A. M. Logan, a prominent farmer living 
near Madisonville, attacked and killed a 
young man named Coates. I.ogan is sup- 
posed to be crazy, as no cause can be 
ascribed for his deed. 

At a negro festival in Christian county, 
near Hopkinsville, Jerry Pettis shot Albert 
Thomas in the arm. Thomas instantly put 
a ball through Pettis’s body, causing death. 


BROTHERS BLOWN UP. 


DYNAMITE EXPLODED 
TROUBLE ENSUED.

One Man Is Dead, Three Fatally In- 
jured, Two Horses Killed and a 
Wagon Torn Up. 


Perry, O. T., December 23.—The news of 
a singular and fatal accident reached here 
this morning from Alston in the _— 
country four miles northeast of Pew. 

The Dunn brethers, consisting of Bill, 
Bee, John and George Dunn, all United 
States deputy marshals, were riding in a 
wagon in which there were several hundred 
cartridges gnd ten pounds of powder. By 
scmé means the can of powder was ex- 
ploded, igniting the cartridges. All four 
of the men were blown high ‘nto the nir. 
The wagon was blown to atoms and both 
horses killed. Bill Dunn was killed hi- 
startly and it is satd the others were fa- 
tally irjured. The brothers were well ac- 
quaé@tetl with the Dalton gang and six 
months ago they turned against them and 
killed two of them. They went heavily 
armed to protect themselves against the 
friends of the Dalton and Cock gangs, who 
have sworn vengeance against thcm.

REAR ADMIRAL ROE EXPLAINS. 


Says if He Is a Traitor There Should 
Be Mbre Like Him. 
Washington, December 23.—Rear Admiral 
Roe has sent to the secretary of the navy a 
voluntary explanation of the allegation that 


he was guilty of violation of tie navaj 


regulations in criticising President Cleve- 
lend in an interview purporting to have 
been had with him on the Venezuelan af- 
fair and publisted in a New York news- 
paper. 

Nothing he has said, the admiral states 
in his letter, could be construed by irnuen- 
do or otherwise as a reflection upon the 
piesident or the government. He had sim- 
ply discussed with a n@Wspaper man the 
lack of fortifications on the American coast 
lines anc the smallness of the United 
States navy as compared with that of 
Great Britain. There had been no refiec- 
tion on the presiient or any government 
Official on account of the stand taken in 
the boundary dispute. Admiral Roe is a 
retired officer, but nevertheless subject to 
haval regulations. He gives an epitome of 
the gallant service he rendered during the 
late war and adds that if men such as he 
are to be suspected of trait.rous senti- 
ments, it would be well to have a few 
more of that kind. It is understood that 
the explanation is satisfactory to Secretary 
Herbert and that Admiral! Roe will be com- 
pletely exonerated by the latter. 

No word has been received at the depart- 
ment from Admiral Braine, another retired 
officer who was also quoted with regard to 
the president’s message on the Venezuelan 
dispute in a way that has been construed 
in some quart2rs as making him liable to 
Official action. Admiral Braine will be call- 
ed on for an explanation, 


RIVER STILL RISING. 


STARVING PEOPLE FOUND IN TH 
TREE TOPS. ' 


One Woman Was Seen Floating by in 
@ Wagon Box—Horsés Carried 
Away in the Rush. 


Wagoner, I. T., December 23.—The Grand 
river flood continues to rise and now aver- 
ages a depth of seventy to eighty feet in 
the channel and great damage is being 
done. Houses, wagons and farm animals of 
all descriptions are seen floating down the 
torrent. Men and women were found in 
the tree tops today, where they had been 
for thirty-six hours. 

One woman was seen in a Wagon box 
gcing down stream caliing for assistance, 
but so raptd was the current that nothing 
could be done to save her. The St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain and Southern iron bridge 
at Gibson, fifteen miles east, went down 
yesterday evening. All through traffic is 
abandoned.

Feeling Was Growing More Intense 
Each Day. 


TWO MEN WERE SHOT YESTERDAY 


Loss Placed Through the Strike Placed 


at $2,000,000—Holiday 
Trade Paralyzed. 


Philadelphia, December 23.—After lasting 
seven days, the ruinous strike of the mo- 
tormen and conductors of the Union Trac- 
tion Company came to an end tonight by 
the employes accepting the terms of the 
company. The men struck for a working 
day of ten hours, $2 per day and tle rec- 
ognition of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Railway Employes. The terms of 
agreement are as follows: 

“Philadelphia, December 23, 1895.—To the 
Committee of Employes of the Union Trac- 
tion Company. Gentlenen: Considering 
your proposition seriatim, would say: 

‘1 We do not propose to govern the 
membership or connection of any employe 
with any lawful association; but such 
cornection with such association of any 
character whatever must not enter into 
the relations between employes and the 
company, and cannot be recognized in the 
business conducted between us. 

‘2. That any grievance of whatever char- 
acter that any man or men may have will 
always be considered fairly and promptly 
before such men and the officers of the 
compang, and the company will afford such 
men an opportunity to examine the records 
of such employes to their entire satisfac- 
tion.

The Worst Day of All. 


Aside from the Satisfaction caused bv 
the settlement of the strike from a busi- 
ness standpoint it is most fortunate that it 
has come to an end, as lawlessness and 
outbursts were on the increase and were 
each day that the strike was continued 
becoming more serious.

ASSASSINATED HIS COUSIN.

Steinberger having waiv- 
ed his examination the intention of the 
sheriff to take the prisoner to Louisville 
was not known until he was actually en 
route to the train then at the depot.

ITALY WANTS PEACE. 


London, December 23.—A dispatch from

Many bold rob- 
beries have taken place in the last ¢ew 
days and when in one night two ladies and 
two men were boldly held up and robbed ~ 
right under big electric lights the officers 
decided that something should be done to 
stop the crooked work. 

Another Hold Up Yesterday. 

Aman was held up yesterday morning 
at the point of pistols in the nands of two 
negroes near the Boulevard on Ponce de 
Leon avenue. He was stopped by the high- 
waymen and ordered to throw up his nands 
or take the consequences, the same oeins 
five dangerous little bullets in the barrels 
of each gun. The pedestrian glanced down 
the ghining barrel of the gun nearest to him 
and he involuntarily threw up his hands, 
seeing determination and desperation de- 
picted on the faces of the negroes.

Several other convicts have been added to 
the list of those pardoned by the gov- 
ernor. 

Yesterday Secretary Calloway was busy 
writing out the formal orders of pardon 
and with the governor’s signature attached 
these precious -papers were forwarded at 
once to the penitentiary department so tnat 
the pardoned men would have an oppor- 
tunity of spending their Christmas day 
breathing the air of freedom. 

The orders set forth the details of the 
Various cases and in some of them there 
are interesting stories. 

Under an Assumed Name. 

Preston Brooks, who was sent up from 
Macon county for stealing a horse and 
buggy, was one of these. Brooks is a man 
seventy-three years old. He was serving 
a three years’ term and had dene one year 
of the time. The testimony in the case 
indicates that Brooks was simply on what 
might be called a “high lonesome” and that 
there was no theft in the case at all. He 
Was a stranger in the county and hired a 
horse ang buggy from a livery stable man, 
Hle got drunk and was found with the bug- 
gy turned upside down, the old man seated 
cn the axle tree, driving along all uncon- 
sc:cus of his condition. Brcoks acknowl- 
edges that the name under which he is in 
the penitentiary is not his right one. He 
says he belongs to a promirent Virginia 
family. Some time ago he was. taken li at 
Cramer and to the superinterMlent of the 
cmp told his real story, swearing him to 
secrecy. Nobody but these two Knows the 
secret. The governor's investigation indi- 
cated that there were no real grounds for 
the charge of theft and he granted the 
man his pardon. 


He Gained a Day. 


E. M. Refuse woull have finished his 
three years’ serxtence at Cramer camp on 
Christmas day. He was very anxious for 
a perdon so thet he might eat his Christ- 
mas dinner at his home in Glynn county 
and the governor granted it. 

A Fulton county negro named John 
Brown receives a pardon. because he has 
found somebody outside of the penitentiary 
who will care for him in his declining 
years. Brown was sent up for burglary 
and has been paralyzed since being in the 
penitertiary. The governor has had his 
case under consideration for some time, 
but could not find any relative who would 
care for the man, who is obviously not 
able to care for himself. A niece living in 
Decatur has agreed to look out for her rela- 
tive and the pardon was therefore granted. 


Free for the First Time. 


There is an interesting story in the career 
of Tone Wulson, a negro who has never 
until today enjoyed freedom. 

At the time of the emancipation procla- 
mation Wilson, who was a young man, 
was in Liberty county jail on a charge of 
being accessory to a murder. From the 
jail he went to the penitentiary under a 
life sentence and he has spent the last 
thirty-two years in the Dade coal mines. 
Since he has been in there he has lost one 
eye and had a leg broken; but he is other- 
wise right physically. He made a. good 
record in the penitentiary. The legislative 
committees and the penitentiary olficiais 
joined in recommending the pardon/ ana 
yesterday the order was transmitted to the 
officers in charge of the Dade camps. 


Sent Up as Boys. 


Tom Trammel, who was pardoned, is a 
young negro twenty-two years old and yet 
he has served eleven years in the Georgia 
penitentiary. He was sent up for burning 
a small house in the town of West Point. 

Another youngster, a white boy, was only 
fourteen at the time of his conviction in 
Decatur county. He is Charles Wolfolk, 
Jr., and he, too, gets his pardon papers,

Throughout the whole country, 
leaving out of account the holiday trade, 
which is always abnormal and reac- 
tionary, the business depression is as 
deep as it was in 1893, and is constant- 
ly growing worse. 

The only hope for the people and for 
the business interests. of the country, is 
that the British gold standard, in spite 
of the ruinous efforts made to estab- 
lish it here, is gradually breaking down 
through its own inherent weakness. . 
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A Hero of Today. 

The other night in the cellar of The 
New York Tribune building the big 
engines were throbbing away with a 
potential energy that filled the great 
structure with light and power. 

Suddenly, says The Tribune, a pipe 
was torn from its connections, and a 
rush of escaping steam swept through 
the furnaces like a tornado.. There was 
Nobody knew just what had 
happened, and it was feared that the 
boilers would explode at any moment. 
It was a scene of terror and confu- 
sion, and a brave man might have been 
forgiven for giving way to his fear. But 
Bill Fitzpatrick, the assistant engineer, 
never thought of his own safety. He 
had but one idea: “It’s The Tribune or 
myself!” So he dashed into the stifling 
steam, and rushed to what threatened 
to be instant death. 

Fitzpatrick found the spot, averted 
the danger and came out safe and 
sound. Half an hour later everything 
was moving along as usual, and few in 
the building knew of their narrow es- 
eape. The engineer went right on with 
his work, and never thought of claiming 
any credit for his timely heroism. 

The Tribune makes the incident the 
subject of an editorial in which it says 
that the human nature of today is as 
chivalric, as generous and heroic as it 
ever was in the time of Roland or 
Lancelot. It may not wear purple vel- 
vet and glittering armor. but the knight- 
ly metal rings just as true. Many of 
the heroes whose deeds have been im- 
mortalized in song and story never 
showed more courage, loyalty and de- 
votion than this humble toiler, Bill 
Fitzpatrick, who has spent his life in 
the cellar of a printing office. As The 
Tribune says, “the world is better be- 
cause of every such man, and every 
such deed, and the knowledge of their 
existence comes aS an inspiration to 
every true heart.”

It is pitiable not for 
the author, or authors, of it, but for the 
thousands of innocent men who have al- 
ready been ruined by it and whose families 
will take their Christmas meal in anguish 
instead of joy. The very word Christmas 
becomes a travesty in contemplation of it.

Cleveland says now just what Debs said 
in the summer of 1894. Law or no law, 
Debs and his fellow anarchists gloried in 
being “masters of the situation.’’

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An Unexpected Decision. 

In New York city, in some unex- 
plained way, the question of the right 
of the fire department to travel through 
the streets at a high rate of speed re- 
cently came before the courts, and the 
judges made ai remarkable decision. 
The Morning Journal says of it: 

Judges McAdam and Freedman, sitting 
coldly on the judicial bench, have decided 
that, according to a vulgar section (number- 
ed something or other) of the municipal 
ordinances, the engines and trucks of the 
fire department have no right to proceed 
through the streets at a higher rate of speed 
than five miles per hour—that is, that they 
shall not be allowed to move faster than 
any other vehicles in our thoroughfares. 
If the court of appeals should sustain this 
decision one of the most picturesque fea- 
tures of city life will be wiped out. Who 
would wish to be a fireman if his engine 
horses should be obliged to trot along be- 
hind a funeral or a scavenger’s cart? 


If the New Yorkers are like our At- 
lanta people they will never submit to 
this ruling. One of the sensations of 
our otherwise tame city life is the oc- 
casional glimpse which we get of Cap 
Joyner as he bounces around the cor- 
ners invhis little red wagon at the rate 
of about sixty miles an hour, more or 
less, follow by engines and trucks 
making their best time. 

We cannot give all this up, and we 
do not believe that the ‘New Yorkers 
will yield. The truth is, fire is a dan- 
gerous enemy, and it has to be fought 
without a moment’s delay. Five min- 
utes will very often decide the fate of 
a™block of buildings, and if the fire de-

British Misinformation. 

The British need a campaign of edu- 
cation. 

Accomling to our London advices they 
do not know what the Monroe doctrine 
is, and their newspapers are now trying 
to prove that they are mistaken in their 
idea that British Guiana is an island. 
The London Sun, however, beats the 
record for stupidity when it intimates 
that the south might rebel in the event 
of a war with England. The Chicago 
Chronicle very happily agswers this 
fresh newspaper in the following: 


Some recent occurrences give the lie to 
T. P. O’Connor’s idiotic assertion in his 
London Sun that the southern states of 
this union might rise up in rebellion in the 
event of a war with England and that 
“there are men still living in the south 
who dream that the stars and bars will 
one day wave above the stars and stripes.” 

If there be such men in the territory of 
the late confederacy they must be living 
wholly out of touch with their neighbors. 

It is hardly necessary to refer now to 
the recent march of the First regiment of 
this city through Georgia, the Carolinas 
and Tennessee nor to repeat the story of 
the lavish hospitality which attended its 
progress from Atlanta to the sea and back 
again. It may scarcely be needed to recall 
that General Miles, visiting the south lately, 
found at Fort McPherson, near Atlanta, 
the Fifth regiment of United States troops 
made up almost wholly of men enlisted in 
Tennessee, Georgia or other southern states, 
and at Richmond an artillery command 
composed of Virginians and North Caro- 
linijans. These are pertinent facts, but 
neither is the one most convincing of the 
falsity of O’Connor’s assertion. 

But when, the very day that apprehension 
of war with England was created, there 
arose in the United States senate a senator 
from fhe north to offer a measure removing 
the legal disabilities of confederate veterans 
so that the men who fought under the 
stars and bars might fight again under the 
Stars and stripes the lie was given to any 
assertion that this nation fears disloyalty 
from those who followed the lost cause. 

Fortunately, their statesmen are bet- 
ter informed. It is not likely that Lord 
Salisbury would make the mistake of 
counting on southern support for Eng- 
land if that country should go to war 
with us. When the union needs de- 
fenders the south will furnish as many 
soldiers in proportion to her population 


as any other section,

Says The New York Tribune: “Oh, no! 
don’t let’s abolish Christmas because the 
sawdust is leaking out of a mugwump 
stuffed doll. The mugwump press is alto- 
gether too hot about it. It leans toward 
exaggeration when it says that because of 
Cleveland’s tergiversation thousands of 
families ‘will cook their Christmas meal in 
anguish instead of Joy’ and that ‘the very 
word Christmas becomes a travesty in con- 
templation of it.” No; no. The mugwump 
press has gone daft because its idol has 
fallen down. When it says that Christmas,

The result will be a 
restoration of the old rates for freight and 
passage, which California merchants used 
to denounce as extortionate, and a louder 
ery than ever from the Pacific coast for the 
building of the Nicaragua canal,

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MR. ST. JOHN’S LETTER. 


He Explains Why the Seaboard With- 
drew from the Association. 
Commissioner H. S. Haines, of the South- 
ern States Freight Association, is in re- 
ceipt of a letter from Vice President St. 
John, of the Seaboard Air-Line, explain- 
ing why he withdrew from the association. 
The letter is full of interest to the rail- 
road circles of the south and carries a 
double meaning, in that it+seems to indi- 
cate that the Seaboard means business in 
dead earnestness when it withdraws from 
the organization. Every indication points 
to a verification of the prediction made in 
The Constitution yesterday that there will 
be a frightful rate war among eastern rail- 


roads. 

It will be remembered that the last time 
the Seaboard antagonized the associated 
roads the organization declared a boycott 
against it and the Seaboard in turn cut 
passenger rates to nominal figures. This 
brought on considerable trouble, though 
at the time the Southern railway did not 
join the cut and treated the Seaboard’s 
action with silent disregard. 

It is reasonable to presume that the 
Southerm, after compromising with the Sea- 
board in order to get that system into the 
ranks, will not now, in the face of this ab- 
rupt withdrawal, be so unconcerned as it 
was the last time, but will cut the rates to 
meet any reduction on the part of the 
Seaboard, and if this should prove true, 
it is certain that a great rate war will 
ensue. 

Mr. St. John telegraphed a denial yester- 
day that he had withdrawn the Seaboard 
because the man he nominated had been re- 
jected the association for a position on 
the of arbitration of the association, 
but his better to missioner Haines 
reads as follows: 

“Portsmouth, Va., December 20, 1895.— 
Colonel H. 8S. Haines, Commissioner, At- 
lanta, Ga. Dear Sir: The meeting of yes- 
terday, called to complete the uncompleted 
contract for the organization of the South- 
er) ates #reight association easily dem- 
onstrates that its complete organization is 
not likely to be effected for some time to 
come, if at all, unless it be in accordance 
with the view of certain interests repre- 
sented who seemed determined to force upon 
lines whoSe votes must naturally, under 
present conditions, be in the minority, their 
own views in everything, even though such 
views are, and have been for years, known 
to have been objectionable to the lines 
comprising the minority vote in such or- 
ganization. 

“The election of three arbitrators, pro- 
vided for under the contract of the South- 
ern States Freight Association, is made 
the positive duty of the lines which agree 
to the formation of such an association, 
conditional that all articles agreed upon 
should be made effective when such or 
ganization was completed: without this it 
becomes a question whether the organiza- 
tion in reality has an existence, its contract 
having been at the last meeting in New 
York adopted as a whole—not in part. The 
election of officers after the adoption of 
the contract was proceeded with upon re. 
ccip by the meeting of the report of the 
commiftee on nominations, which commit- 
tee was elected by the representatives of 
the lines present, and ngaged in the effort 
to form this new association upon the basis 
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known-that the old arbitrators were ob- 
jectionable, not only to our system, but 
also to other interests represented in the 
meeting, insisted upon the nomination of 
the old board, to which we protested, and 
when asked personally in committee room 
if they had no other names which they 
could suggest for arbitrators they frankly 
Stated that they had not, thus compelling 
a majority and a minority report. 

‘The result of the vote could not. of 
course, have been unanimous. Another 
committee was appointed and returned 
with a majority and minority report, and 
the result of the vote on this committee’s 
report very naturally was not unanimous. 
The determination seemed to be to force 
upon certain lines which must always be 
in the minority conditions not acceptable: 
and finding that it was impossible to elect 
a board under such circumstances, a hasty 
motion was made to adjourn, which receiv- 
ed @ very small number of votes in the af- 
firmative, with only one in the negative, 
many, with evident disgust that such a 
vote was made, not caring to vote, and 
the work which not a few members came 
hundreds of miles to endeavor to perfect 
is yet incomplete. 

“In view of this action, and the evident 
intention of certain representatives not to 
deal fairly with interests with which they 
are not allied, we hereby give you the re- 
quired contract notice of our desire to 
withdraw from the _ so-called Southern 
States Freight Association, and in so doing 
I desire to express, on behalf of the Sea- 
board Air-Line, its great satisfaction with 
each and every one of the officials, who 
were nominated by the committee in New 
York, and unanimously elected to fill the 
positions assigned them. They have per- 
formed their duties in a manner most com- 
mendable. In conclusion I beg to express 
regret that the organization which it was 
supposed would be completed at New York 
was not completed, and that the evident in- 
tention is to delay its completion indefi- 
nitely. Yours truly,

The Seaboard’s withdrawal from the as- 
sociation has caused a sensation in rail- 
road circles, and more startling results may 
evolve out of the wrangling that is now 
on among the railroads.

THE REAL DANGER TO FEAR. 


Colonel Robertson Says Thre Is Lit- 

tle Danger of War. 

Colonel James W. Robertson, of Hab- 
ersham, who is one of the most prom'’- 
nent manufacturers of Georgia and who 
is universally recognized as one of the 
strongest men of the state, was here yes- 
terday. 

In a talk with a representative of ‘rhe 
Constitution, pational issues were natur- 
ally brought up. 

“You ask me what I think of the devel- 
opments at Washington during the past 
week?” said Colonel Robertson, repeating 
the interviewer’s question. “‘Well, that is 
rather a leading question and if answered 
fully would require much time and con- 
siderable retrospection. Suffice it to say 
that in my humble judgment the great 
war cloud conjured up by our war lord is 
only a fog raised to cover possible specvlia- 
tions or ostensibly to pave the way tw @ 
third term. 

“War? No, not a bit of it. Commerce, 
not™passion, is at the helm now. Look 
here! England exported to this country aur- 
ing the six months ending June Wth, 335,- 
000,000 more of merchandise than she aid 
for the same six months of 18%. Does she 
want a rupture? Again, is our financial 
policy one calculated to comduct a war on? 
How long do you think war could be car- 
ried on by us without an increased issue 
of legal tender notes, which the president 
wishes to retire, or the opening of the 
mints to the free coinage of silver? Why, 
the war message had hardly been read 
before it was followed by another on 
finance, which, condensed, is simply this: 
‘Help me, congress, or I sink.’ 

“No, I am in no fear of an invasion by 
England. Our Atlantic ports are perfectly 
safe. I fear more a Commercial invasion 
by Japan through our Pacific ports. Japan, 
with her mints open to the free «cinage of 
silver and ours closed can realize “3 per 
cent on every ounce of silver bulior her 
manufacturers can purchase in this coun- 
try with their manufactured artic'+s No 
tariff duties can stop this invasion. It 
is a question of exchange and tho only 
remedy is placing silver where it Was pre- 
vious to ! Mexico also has aS great an 
opportunity as Japan. But fortunately for 
us herep eople are apathetic and not a live, 
pushing, ambitious people like the Japa- 
nese. but they are developing rapidly, as 
seer by the resent investment of $15,000,000 
of capital in the ‘silver standard’ 
country, and I think a majority of the 
senate—is on the right track—coin the 
bullion purchased by the Sherman notes 
for their redemption, as the Sherman law 
provides.

In default of a bond for two thousand 
Gollars the prisoner was committed to Ful- 
ten county jail, pending a more thorough 
in. extigation before Judge Newman.

Was in many respects a very sad one and 
the pathos of the picture was all the ‘nore 
So egaard in view of the joyful season 

DSt which it was so darkly contrasted. 
A Sad Picture. 

Seated between her two boys the wife 
of the prisoner remained in the courtroom 
throughout the trial, a silent and sorrow- 
ful witness to the proceedings. The older 
of the two boys was scarcely more than 
ten years of age, while the younger ap- 
peared to be about three years his junior. 
A marked resemblance to his mother was 
distinctly manifest in the features of the 
older boy, who seemed to fully comprehend 
the meaning of the trial and shared the 
feelings of his mother, who could scarcely 
contain her grief. The other boy was too 
young to realize the shadow which had 
fallen across his father’s fe and only saw 
in the verdict which was rendered by the 
court the disappointment of those childish 
hopes which until then had filled the pros- 
pect of a merry Christmas. 

The little family group was the chief 
center of attraction. The courtroom, how- 
ever, was filled with spectators, who werc 
Grawn by curiosity, and several w tnesscs 
who had come ‘to temify against the pris- 
oner. 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold and Mr. Lowry 
Arnold appeared for the prisoner and Colo- 
nel Joe James, the district attorney, and 
Ceptain W. H. Forsyth, of the secret ser- 
vice bureau, represented the government. 
‘Lhe investigation commenced at 10 o'clock. 

Bad Money in Circulation. 

The testimony of Captain Forsyth, the 
evidence of the counterfeit money displayed 
in the courtroom and a. letter written by 
the prisoner to a neted counterfeiter in 
the west, to whom he had shipped a lot of 
counterfeit money, made out a cuiclusive 
case ‘against the prisoner. In addition to 
this it was clearly shown by the evidence 
that Atlanta has been a lurking place for 
counterfeiters and bad men ever since the 
expcsition cpened and that large sunis of 
spurious money had been scattered about 
over the country. 

Nctwithstanding the case of guilt which 
these facts make out the prisoner stoutly 
proclaims his innocence of the charge and 
solemnly declares that he has put none 
of the money into circulation. He «ays he 
has not passed a single bill and his’ only 
connection with the counterfeiters has been 
that of shipping a box of counterfeit money 
NO state- 
ment was made by the prisoner on the 
hearing before Commissioner Broyles ycs- 
terday morning 

Captain Forsyth on the Platform. 

Captain W. H. Forsyth, of the secret ser- 
vice bureau, was' the first witness iniro- 
duced. He testified that he and Deputy 
Marshal Scott made the arrest of Keener 
at his office in the Equitable building last 
Thursday afternoon. The arrest was made 
in response to a letter of instruction re- 
ceived from the chief of the bureau at 
Washington city. He found on Keener’s 

rson alot of counterfeit money, amount- 

ge to $90 in bogus silver certificates. A 
cerd bearing the riame of ‘James Nelson, 
Victoria Hotel, Kansas City,” was also 
found in one of the prisoner’s vest pockets. 
In the presence of Deputy Marshal Scott 
the prisoner admitted that’Nelson was.the 
man to whom he had shipped the box of 
counterfeit money and that his real name 
was George W. Dice. 

Betrayed by a Letter. 

Among other things found in the prison- 
er's pocket was a letter directed to James 
Nelson, Kansas City. This letter was seal- 
ed and addressed and was ready to be 


‘dropped into the postofficc. The contents 


of the letter served to fasten the coils about 
the prisoner and to banish all doubt from 
the inds of the arresting officers as to 
the guilt of the man whom they had caught, 
The letter began with the statement that

= according to instructions and that 
everything was quiet in Atlanta, intimating 
that the officers were on the trail. No sig- 
nature was attached to this {mportant let- 
ter, which was another suspicious circum- 
stance against the prisoner.

HELP IS NEEDBD. 


THE DOORS OF THE BARCLAY MIS- 
SION LIKELY TO BE CLOSED 


Unless Money Is Raised—The Chris- 
tian People of Atlanta Will Come 
to the Rescue of This Work. 


Umless some one comes to the rescue of 
the Barclay mission before the present 
week expires the doors of the mission will 
be closed. 

A brief statement to this effect was made 
by Mr. Barclay last Sunday evening. 

The announcement created a 
sensation. Many who heard the statement 
of Mr. Barclay, as it came with a tremor 
from his lips, were deeply moved and went 
away from the mission room with tears 
in their eyes. 

Everybody is familiar with the struggles 
of this brave little mission. It was started 
in a passenger coach about twelve years 
ago. Mr. Barclay was one of tthe pioneers 
in this work and ‘has given to the mission 
both ‘his time and his means. Among the 
hundreds who found their way into the 
mission was Mr. Osgood Sanders. He was 
made a convert and became one of the 
most active workers in ithe school. Until 
the day of his death he was loyal to the 
mission. Not a Sabbath has passed since 
the school was organized without devo- 
tional exercises. The teachers have la- 
bored during the week, as well as on the 
Sabbath, for the welfare of the poor chil- 
dren of the district and have given to the 
mission the loyal service of consecrated 
hearts. Thousands have been converted 
at the mission and the lives of all the peo- 
Ple in that section of the city have been 
elevated by the purifying influences of the 
mission. 

Mr. Barclay needs $25 a month to carry 
on ithe work. He has shouldered a greater 
part of the expense himself heretofore and 
feels unable to keep it up longer. The 
Christian people of Atlanta will not allow 
the doors of the mission to be closed. 


TO CARRY THE BELL HOME. 


THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF TEN 
WILL MEET TODAY 


And Will Make All Details for the 
Transportation of the Bell 
Back to Its Home. 


The special committee appointed by 
Mayor King to carry the Liberty bell back 
to Philadelphia will have a meeting this 
morning in Chairman Harralson’s office in 
the Norcross building at 10 o’clhock. Second 
floor. 

During the meeting, and it is almost a 
certainty that every member of the com- 
mittee will be present, there will be a 
thorough and final organization of the 
committee under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Harralson, a senior member of the alder- 
manic board. The probabilities, judging 
from what the members of the special com- 
mittee say relative to the organization, 
are that Mr. Howell, of the board of alder- 
men, will be made vice chairman and will 
be placed at the head of the executive 
committee of the special committee. 
Sub-committees will be named by 
thie chairman. These sub-commit 
tees will have delegated to them 
special features of work necessary to the 
removal of the bell. To one committee will 
be assigned the work of arranging for the 
transfer of the bell from the bennsylvania 
building to the car in the city upon which 
the beH will be taken back to Philadelphia. 
Another committee will be required to pro- 
vide the car, decorate it and have it ready 
for the trip, the preparation of medais, 
badges and bunting representing Atlanta 
and telling symbolically the story of the 
trip, while another committee will have 
charge particularly of the formal return of 
the bell to Philadelphia after that city is 
reached. 

Before the committee adjourns a resolu- 
tion, which thas already been written, will 
be presented asking the mayor to appoint 
an honorary committee of five or more to 
the special committee to go along with the 
bell and the special committee. 

The cause of the honora:y escort is due 
to the fact that the special committee of 
ten, provided for by Mr. Harralson’s resolu- 
tion and subsequently appointed by Mayor 
King, has been considered too small by At- 
lantians who took cognizance of the com- 
mittee from Philadelphia by which the bell 
was brought to Atlanta. 

The committee, however, could not be en- 
larged, as an enlargement or an increase in 
number could be accomplished only during 
a session of the general counsel and that a 
meeting cannot take place until after the 
bell will more than likely be on its way 
home. It is true that there might be a 
special meeting of the council to adopt/a 
resolution increasing the committee, but it 
is doubtful whether a full membersh‘e 
would respond. 

So it is that not only the members of the 
general council are, but the mayor himself 
is inclined to the opinion that an honorary 
escort to the special committee would not 
only accomplish all a special committee 
of greater numbers would obtain, but would 
carry with if a more decided inclination to 
show Atlap®a’s appreciation of its custo- 
dianship for so short a time of the great 
national heirloom and the relic which all 
Americans love so dearly. 

The special committee named by Mayor 
King to carry the bell back is composed of 
members of the general council as well as 
representatives of the Atlanta press and 
leading citizens. The committee has been 
named and is made up this way: Mr. 
Harralson, of the board of aldermen, who 
introduced the resolution and who natural- 
ly has been made chairman; Mr. Howell, of 
the board of aldermen, is named second on 
the list and with Mr. Bell, of the third 
ward, represents the hold-over members. 
The members of the general council of °96 
who have not yet qualified named .on the 
paper carrying the committee are Mj. Mad- 
dox, of the second, and Mr. Culbe , of 
the seventh wards. The newspapers are 
represented by Hon. W. A. Hemphill, of 
The Constitution and Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, 
of The Journal, both of whom represent 
the exposition directory too. Atlanta’s 
citizenship carries Captain W. W. Draper, 
Mr. T. B. Neal and Mr. A. D. Adair. 

The resolution providing for.the appoint- 
ment of an hhonorary escort to the commit- 
tee will, when adopted at the meeting this 
morning, give Mayor King the appointment 
of the ‘honorary escort. On that escort 
will probably appear Hon. W. J. Campbell, 
who did so much for the reception of the 
bell and thas done so much to care for its 
stay. Hon. H. C. Stockdell, who so aided in 
entertaining the committee, will likely be 
on the committee, too. 

Mr. Harralson requests all members of the 
committee to meet at his office at 10 o’clock 
this morning on the second floor of the 
Norcross building. 


Dispatch from Philadelphia. 


“Philadelphia, December 23.—At a meeting 
today of the Atlanta exposition committee 
of the city council it was decided that the 
committee will leave here on January 16th 
for Atlanta to escort the Liberty bell back 
to Philadelphia.

His Friends Are Strongly Urging 
Claims—A Sketch of His 
Life. 


The fri of Dr. William L. Jones, of 
this cit), are strongly urging his claims to 
the chair made vacant by the resignation 
of Dr. I. 8. Hopkins as president of the 
Georgia School of Technology. 

Dr. Jones is one of the most distinguished 
educators of the south. As a man of sci- 
ence and a deep thinker along the lines of 
philosophic research he has no superior 
and doubtless few equals anywhere. Dr. 
Jones is still in the prime of his intellectual 
vigor and has many years of active service 
still before him. 

Dr. Jones was given every advantage 
when a young man by a wealthy and 
painstaking father. After graduating at 
the University of Georgia (then Frankiin 
college) he attended medical lectures in 
Philadelphia and afterwards graduated at 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, of 
New York, not with a view to active prac- 
tice, but as part of a liberal education. 
Later he graduated in the scientific depart- 
ment of Harvard and while there was a 
private student of Professor Agassiz, the 
renowned scientist. While: at Cambridge 
Professor Agassiz made his famous re- 
Bearches, studying out the geological 
formation of the state of Florida, and 
Dr. Jones and his cousin, Dr. Josepfi Le- 
Conte, had the good fortune to be selected 
by Professor Agassiz to accompany him on 
his trip to Florida. 

Returning to Georgia Dr. Jones was 
elected to the chair of natural history in 
the State universits” at the age of twenty- 
four and entered upon his long career of 
usefulness as a teacher. In addition to the 
chair of natural history he filled the chair 
of natural philosophy, chemistry, geology 
and agriculture at. different times in the 
university. 

During the latter part of the war he was 
chemist for the powder mills of the con- 
federate government, located at Augusta, 
Ga. After the war, in addition to his 
university professorships, he edited for 
twenty years The Southern Cultivator and 
has always been- regarded as authority by 
the southern farmer. He was also the first 
director of the Georgia agricultural experi- 
ment station. Though now in his sixty- 
eighth year, he is still in possession of 
perfect health and strength. 


Former Pupils Interested. 

Dr. Jones severed his connection with 
the State university about five years ago. 
He held at that time the chair of biology 
and his department was considered by the 
student body as by far the most interesting 
one in the institution, 

Speakir f— of Dr. Jones yesterday aae of 
his forme students at the university said: 
“He is just the man for the position. His 
reputation as a man of science would give 
prestige to the institution and besides. 
Georgia owes it to his record as a public 
benefactor to crown the closing years of 
his life by calling him to the head of this 
institution.’’ 

The friends of Dr. Jones, and especially 
his old pupils at the State university, will 
make a strong fight on his behalf. The 
board will meet in a few days for the pur- 
pose of naming a successor to Dr. Hopkins. 
who has formally tendered his resigna- 
tion.

A RAISE IN SALARY. 


POSTAL CLERES WILL PROBABLY 
GET HIGHER WAGES. 


The Work of Congressman Linton. 
He Arrived Yesterday and Talked 
About His Bill. 


Hon. William 8. Linton, accompanied by 
a party of congressmen and guests, arrived 
in the city yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
on the Southern vestibule from Washing- 


ton. 
“fhe train, which was~ several hours 
late, was met at the depot by a commit- 
tee of three appointed from the Atlanta 
branch of the National Association of 
Railway Mail Clerks. 

The party *that came as the guests of 
Mr. Linton was composed of the following: 
Congressman Henry F. Thomas, of Mich- 
igan; Congressman W. R. Ellis, of Ore- 
gon; Hon. R. O. Crump, congressman 
from the state of Michigan; Congressman 
Denis T. Flynn, of Oklahoma. The 
ladies of the party were: Mrs. Linton, Mrs. 
Crump, Mrs. hilis, Mrs. Thomas, 
McCoy, Miss Sallie V. Kenner, Miss Edith 
Camp, Ray and Lawrence Linton. 

Hon. W. M. Blavkmer, president of the 
National Association of Railway Mail 
Clerks, was with the party. 

The party was escorted by the commit- 
tee to the Marion hotel, where rooms had 
been secured in advance. Mr. Linton is 
the guest of the Atlanta branch of the as- 
sociation, and will be shown every pos- 


“sible courtesy while in the city. 


Mr. Linton and party were given a 
tally-ho ride about the aity yesterday 
afternoon. They left the hotel immediate- 
ly af{fer luncheon and rode out to Grmt 
park. Fort Walker was visited and ot 
battlefields. During the afternoon t:.e 
party was driven out to the exposition 
grounds, but as the hour was late they 
did not enter the grounds and returned to 
the hotel. This morning they will visit 
the exposition and will spend most of the 
day on the grounds. Mr. Linton and his 
guests will leave for Palm Beach, Fla., 
where a stay of several days will be 
made. 

Mr. Linton’s Work in Congress. 

Mr. Linton has endeared himseif to the 
heart of every postal clerk in the United 
States by his work in their behalf in con- 


gress. 

The first bill introduced at this con- 
gress was one presented by Congressman 
Linton. It was a bill to increase the 
salaries of postal clerks and to make their 
pay in proportion to the work of their 
office. ‘The bill proved to be very popular 
among the mrembers of the house, and 
though it is now in the hands of the 
committee, it is expected that a favorable 
report will be made in a few weeks. 

The bill which was introduced by Mr. 
Linton was the result of a suggestion made 
by President Blackmer, of the National As- 
seciation. Mr. Linton and Mr. Blackiuer 
were room-mates in college and have 
since been very warm personal friends. 
When Mr. Blackmer was elected to the 
presidency of the association he immediate- 
ly asked Mr. Linton, who was a congress- 
man from the state of Michigan, to intro- 
duce a bill increasing the salaries of 
postal clérks. This bill is now in the 
hands of a committee. 

Mr. Linton is thoroughly in sympathy 
with the interests of postal clerks. 

“I would like to see the postal clerks,” 
said he last night, ‘‘well paid for their ser- 
vices, 

“Postal clerks take their lives in their 
hands every time they enter a postal car 
and make a run. A clerk’s car is next 
to the engine. In case of an accident he 
is generally the one that is killed, for his 
car is closed at the ends and he knows 
nothing of the impending danger until 
the crash comes, and it is too late. It is 
almost impossible for him to get out of his 
closed car in time to save his life. Yet 
notwithstanding their constant peril they 
are paid smaller salaries than any em- 
ploye of the government. 

“In addition to the danger in which a 
mail clerk is constantly placed there is tre 
tedious, painstaking wok they must per- 
form. They lose their identity and in- 
dividuality the moment they enter their 
car. He may work ten or fifteen years 
at a salary whicn is indeed very meager 
and then lose his position in a day. 

“Atter a clerk leaves his position his 
health is broken and he is not able to 
take any other position. The work breaks 
down his strength and nerves and his life 
is given to the government. On some of 
the runs the work performed by postal 
clerks is simply enormous. They some- 
times are on their feet eighteen hours and 
must carry in their minds many theu- 
sand railway post offices. They must be 
able to tell the moment they see an ad- 
dress just where to place the package. 
Theirs is a work that strains the nerves 
and makes of them physical wrecks. 

“I am working to see their salaries paid 
in such a proportion that will enable them 
to lay up an amount for their latter days. 
If my bill passes, and I am sure three- 
fourths of the members of the house favor 
the measure, the clerks will be paid as 
they should be.’’ 

Mr. Linton has demonstrated his friend. 
ship to the clerks by his earnest toil and 
labor in the work of his bill He has 
worked up quite a sentiment among the 
members of the house and is confident of 
the final results.

At the meeting which was the formal re- 
ception of the distinguished visitors by the 
local railway mail clerks there were several 
speeches made, all of which were full of 
interest and most appropriate and the ut- 
terances of the visitors were applauded to 
the echo. 

The meeting was presided over by Mr. 
M. H. Bumm, of this city, who is one of 
the most prominent railway mail clerks en- 
gaged at this office of the service. 

Mayor King made a most appropriate 
speech. He was responded to by President 
W. W. Blackmer, of the Railway Mail 
Clerks’ Association. Then followed the 
speeches of Hon. W. 8. Linton, the cele- 
brated congressman who has befriended the 
railway clerks so conspicuously in the halls 
of national legislation; Hon. W. R. Ellis, 
of Oregon; Hon. H. F.. Thomas, of Michi- 
gan; Hon. D. F. Flynn, of Oklahoma, and 
Hon. R. O. Crump, of Michigan.

SMITH WANTED AGAIN 


The Alleged Diamond Lifter Secures His 
‘Release on a Reduced Bond. 


CONFLICT ABOUT THE MATTER 


Judge Foute Ordered Smith Rel 
and Jailer McConnell Declined 
To Obey the Order. 


Charles E. Smith, the fifty-five-year-old 
alleged cGiamond thief who has been in jail 
two or three weeks, remanded on two 
charges of diamond robbery, secured his 
release on bond yesterday, but is now badly 
wanted by Sheriff Barnes. It seems that 
the bond is unsatisfactory. 

Smith was ordered set free by Justice of 


the Peace Foute, the magistrate who com- 
mitted him to jail. When remanded Judge 
Foute set the amount of Smith's bund at 
$300 in one case and $500 in the other. res- 
terday he was released on a $500 bond in 
both cases by direction of the justice. 

It seems that an issue of law has arisen 
on account of the matter. It is questioned 
as to the right of a justice of the peace to 
release prisoners after they have once been 
remanded to jail, notwithstanding that the 
justice might be the committing magis- 
trate himself. It seems that the practice of 
Atianta justices has been on the aflirma- 
tive side of the case, 

A conflict between the jail officials and 
Judge Foute arose in the 5m case yes- 
terc.iy. The conflict Was finally settled by 
Shet. tf Barnes, but the latter subsequently 
apperently regretted his action and took 
stepr to repair the result of his interiter- 
ence in the issue. - 

Jailer McConnell’s Point. 

Yesterday J. B. Smith, the broad street 
groctr, went before Judge Foute and sign- 
ed the bond of Charles E. Smith in the 
sum of $500, Judge Foute reducing the 
amount from $800 to that sum, Judge 
Foute then sent an order to the jail ac- 
companied by the bonds instructing the 
jailer in charge to release Smith. Jailer 
McConnell read the order and declined to 
nonor it, sending word to Justice Foute 
that the prisoner cold not be released on 
$500 bond after he had been committed un- 
der $800 bond. And the jailer raised the 
point that after a prisoner was once com- 
mitted it was not in the power of the com- 
mitting or any other justice of the peace to 
order his release on bond or otherwise. 

Judge Foute had some decided views on 
the subject, maintaining that he alone had 
control of a prisoner committed from his 
court until that prisoner had been taken in 
charge by the higher court, The jailer was 
again directed to release Smith and he 
again refused, holding the alleged diamond 
lifter in the jail three hours before finally 
yielding his point, and then not until he 
had been directed to allow Smith to go by 
Sheriff Barnes. 

And Now They Want Him. 

The matter reached the ears of the sher- 
iff in some manner and he instructed Jailer 
McConnell to release Smith at the order of 
Judge Foute. The instruction was obeyed 
and the alleged ex-showman but now ac- 
cused thief walked forth from the prison 
a free man once more. Shortly afterwards 
an edict was issued from Sheriff -Barnes’s 
office ordering the arrest of Smith. All of 
the deputies were on the lookout for Smith 
soon afterward and the city police and de- 
tective departments were notified to arrest 
the diamond Lifter, accused of robbing two 
men recently. 

No trace of Smith could be found last 
night and it is said that his whereabouis 
may remain in doubt. The cause of the 
change if front in the matter could not be 
learned last night, but it seems that Sher- 
iff Barnes is not satisfied with the bond of 
$500 approved by Judge Foute. ‘The matter 
may result in considerable trouble among 
the officials. 

Smith Once a Clown. 

Smith is a character with an interesting 
career. He is getting along in years but i§ 
agile and active, having once been a show- 
man. He is a comedian and for many 
years played the role of clown in a circus. 
Since his incarceration in jail he has been 
the sole source of amusement among the 
prisoners, his witty jokes and ability to 
make fun delighting all the prisoners. 
aurning somersaults is his favorite pas- 
time, despite his gray hair and mellow age.

Did You Put the Amount Required by 
Law on Your Letter? 

Within the last week Lundreds of pack- 
ages of every description Lave been sent 
to the postoftice and these same packages 
are still there. If you have sent any pack- 
age to the postoffice within the lust week 
it would be advisable to go and find out 
if there was enough postage on it, 1 
there is any doubt in your mind, 

All mail that is not first-class—that is, 
all mail not letters—must have suf- 
ficient prepaid postage on it before it can 
leave the postoffice at which it was mauied, 
This is the rule of the department and has 
to be carefully observed. 

There is a corner in the postoffice depart- 
ment where these packages are kept and 
w<thin the last week or ten days the corner 
has been jammed with any nuniber of 
pacKages of every description. Amung these 
are probably a hundred Christmas pres- 
ents, some to go as far west as San Fran- 
cisco and some as far north is Canada, 
These packages cannot, however, leave the 
Atlanta postoffice until the required amount 
of postage is prepaid. 

The officials of the postoffice are com- 
plaining of the large number of packages 
that have accumulated within the last nve 
or six days. Some of them may be very 
valuable and they are lying in one corner 
with hundreds of others without any 
chance whatever of being delivered during 
the holidays.

New York, December 23.—Cotton advanc- 
ed 4@6 pvints, but lost this and declined 
3@5 points, after which ihere was a rally 
when put prices 6@8 points above the final 
quotations ef Saturday, and the close was 
Steady after sales of 289,800 bales. 

Today’s Features—-The market, which Jast 
week was overshadowed and depressed by 
omirous political and financial develop- 
ments, was today relieved by what seemed 
to be a brighter outlook politically and 
financially, and accordingly prices = uad- 
vanced. Liverpool was very active and fu- 
tures there opened higher. A subsequent 
reaction’ there was refiected in a recession 
here. The Liverpool decline is attributed 
both to large tenders on December con- 
tracts and selling from this side in the 
liquidation of straddles by Greek interests. 
These interests, on the other hand, bought 
heavily in New York, their purchases be.ng 
estimated at as high as 25,000 bales, and 
this fact, together with othe. local cover- 
ings and some buying fcr southern ac- 
count, gave prices an upward impetus in 
the late transactions, and they closed at a 
substantial advance om spite of tne fact 
that some of the New York bears have 
been cabling to [Liverpool that the recevipis 
this week promised to be heavy. That 
wculd be nothing strange in any event, 
ccnsidering the tact that it is Chrgstmas 
week, for as a matter of fact some esti- 
mates of the arrivals at the ports fer the 
week are only 200,000 bales against 223,079 
last week, 303,712 last year and 265,0uv in 
1893, though it is true that the receipts 
for the corresponding week in 1892 were 
only 160,000. It remains to be seen, 
ever, Whether the~ports will really get 
200,000 bales this week. The crop in 1582, 
it will be remembered, was 6,017,142 bales, 
In spite of the talk about the week's re- 
ceipts a sharp rally, it will be seen, took 
place this afternoon, and unless there are 
further disturbing political developments 
in the immediate future still higher prices 
are expected.

%@*ec higher than Saturday. Cash wheat 
Was steady and unchanged.- 

Corn—As far as it was possible within 
%e range on the principal speculative op- 
tion, May corn exhibited the beneficial re- 
sults of improvement in Wall street and in 
wheat. The nearby options fluctuated more 
than May, but they are at persent more 
or less affected by the greatness or small- 
ness of the immediate arrivais, and by the 
prospects of a heavy or light movement. 
May corn opened at 28%c, sold at 28c, clos- 
ing at the latte? unchanged from Saturday. 
Casn corn was steady. 

Oats—The disinclination to do »usiness 
was as notable in oats as in sunything 
else. The tone was steady, thereby agree- 
ing with the feeling of wheat and corn. 
May oats closed unchanged. Cash oats were 
easy and 4c lower. 

Provisions—The bulls in product ascribed 
the firmness in that market to the true 
merit of the property, but the more pop- 
ular view was that the returning confi- 
dence in financial circles was the basis of 
strength. Not a great amount of business 
was transacted, the approagh of the Christ- 
mas nolidays having a quiet influence on 
trade.

MONDAY A MASCOT. 


ENORMOUS ATTENDANCE AT THE 
EXPOSITION YESTERDAY. 


Holiday Crowds Gathered—The Close 
of the Great Show and the Ar- 
rangements Therefor. 


It was a marvelous Monday. 

Over 500 more people passed through the 
gates yesterday than have attended the ex- 
position on any preceding Monday. 

The crowd was suggestive of Thanksgiv- 
ing day and phrophetic of Collier day. 
There was a clear blue sky with a warm 
gun overhead. Overcoats and wraps were 
a burden. The weather was ideal. 

Sunday afternoon it was easy to see on 
the streets that a larger crowd than usual 
was pouring into the city. Every train 
coming in carried additional coaches and 
there was scarcely standing room for pas- 
sengers. This heavy traffic kept up all 


gay ‘holiday throng everywhere 

The result of the rate slashing by the 
roads was demonstrated. From every part 
of the country the people came in. The un- 
precedented cut in rates was an induce- 
ment that few could resist and hence the 
crowd yesterday. 

It was a Christmas crowd and the Christ- 
mas spirit. Everybody was happy and the 
people seemed to go in for more enjoyment 
than at any period of the exposition. The 
Midway was of course a scene of the gay- 
est nature. All of the attractions were 
patronized in a way that kept things in a 
rush. The spieler was in his glory and 
gave vociferous invitations to the mass 
that surged past. 

In every direction the exposition grounds 
presented a gala appearance, The big 
crowd of visitors who have taken advantage 
of the reduced rates was supplemented 
yesterday by thousands of Atlantians who 
came out for the purpose of buying Christ- 
mas presents. The foreign section of the 
manufactures and liberal arts hall was 
filed in every corner with ano animated 
throng of Christmas shoppers. The reduc- 
tions in wares at the different booths was 
an inducement for those of the gift-giving 
class. 

The crowd yesterday failed to prove the 
assertion of those who declared that the ex- 
position would be deserted during the holi- 
days. It showed that many throughout 
the state and from all points of the souta 
have decided to spend their holidays here 
and tocelebrate accordingly. There will 
be another rush to the grounds today and 
tomorrow the record of the whole fair will 
be smashed. 


Preparing for the End. 

The exposition company is about to find 
itself in an embarrassing situation and un- 
less some action is taken immediately the 
vlimax will be awkward indeed. Those who 
have examined into the latter declare that 
no arrangement has been made for the 
closing of the exposition. They say that 
the directors have imagined that the whole 
thing would come to a sudden end on the 
gist and have overlooked the fact that it 
will require as much work and as much 
care in closing the fair as was necessary at 
the opening. 

What arrangements will be made rests 
upon the executive cammittee, «but even 
under presént conditions important meas- 
ures will have to be taken at once and it is 
barely possible that complications will en- 
sue. This is due to the fact that all con- 
tracts of officers and employes will end on 
the lst. None of the officials or employes 
of the company have been engaged for a 
longer time, nor have they been notified 
that their services will be required after 
the last day of the fair. 

As a consequence many have already 
made other arrangements and it will not be 
possible now even if notified for them to 
continue in the employment of the exposi- 
tion. 

“This is a matter that should be looked 
into at once,’’ said one of the directors of 
the exposition yesterday.’’ The close of the 
fair will require more labor and more care 
than was required in the days of opening. 
The exhibitors will have their goods in dis- 
order preparing to ship them away and for 
three weeks everything will be in turmopil. 
This in itself will call for an extra number 
of watchmen and guards. 

‘There should some action be taken, too, 
in reference to admittance. I don’t know 
whether it would be well to charge or 
whether to pass an order admitting no one 
under any circumstances. I am in favor of 
the hatter course.”’ 

In reference to the arrangements for the 
close President Collier was seen yesterday. 

“TI believe,” he said, ‘‘that no action upon 
the matter has yet been taken, but we have 
the whole thing under consideration and it 
is probable that after the 3lst only those 
holding passes will be admitted. This, of 
course, will be taken up at once and there 
will be no trouble. I think I wil! be safe 
in saying that after the 3lst the public will 
be closed out.”

Tax Collector Stewart Offers a Christmas 
Present To Delinquents. 


NEWS. OF (THE COURTS 


& i 
Ams ne a Have Adjourned 


the First Monday in 
January Next. 


County Tax Collector Stewart has an- 
nounced that to every one who pays his 
State dnd county taxes before the 1st ol 
January he will present them as a gift 
the costs that are allowed him by law on 
all unpaid taxes after closing of the books. 

The books were closed on December 19th 
and the law regulating the payment of 
taxes authorizes him to add to the unpaid 
amcunt the costs accruing from advertise- 
ment and other expense accruing from the 
collecting, of taxes. Mr, Stewart however, 
will not require this amount of cost to be 
paid, provided the delinquents cover their 
taxes before the first of the year. ‘1nis 
amount is to be his Christmas gift to the 
people of Fulton county and he has made 
the official announcement to this effect. 

“IT am entitled to levy a cust on all un- 
paid” taxes,’’ said Mr. Stewart yesterday; 
“but I am going to make an exception (to 
this rule for all taxes that are paid before 
January ist. 1 do this because there are 
many who have not been able to meet 
their state and county taxes betore (ils 
time, and | want to ‘nake my friends a 
Christmas present an) Way and know of 
nothing that would be more acceptable.’”’ 

When the tax books were closed, WVe- 
cember 19th, there was a very large amount 
of taxes that were unpaid. The amount 
Was about $400,000. As soon as the books 
were closed, under the law, Mr, Stewart 
Was authorized to levy a cost on every 
dollar that was unpaid. This he wiil be 
ccmpelled to do unless the taxes are paid 
before January Ist. 

The Courts Have Adjourned. 

Both of the state and city courts aave 
adjourned until the first Monday in Jan- 
Uary. 

Judge Van Epps will hear only one 
motion argued before his resignation foes 
into effect. The last sitting of Judge Van 
Epps will be January 6th, when né will 
hear the argument on a motion for a new 
trial in the case of Elliott vs. the city. 
At the last trial of this now celebrated 
case, a verdict was returned for the city. 
The attorneys of Elliott, who have brought 
suit on account of the location of the ciiy 
crematory and dumping grounds, imme- 
diately moved for a new trial. The hearing 
of the argument on the motion was set 
for the first Monday in January. The resig- 
nation of Judge Van Epps goes into effect 
Tuesday, January the 7th, and he will 
hear only the one motion. The newly 
elected Judge Read, will assume official 
control Tuesday and will preside on the 
other cases that have been set for the new 
ear. 

Judge Van Epps has occupied the bench 
of the civil branch of the city court for 
ten years and has swayed the scepter of 
justice with mercy and moderation. He 
has made many friends since he was elect- 
ed to the bench and his resignation was 
a regret to many of the lawyers . who 
practiced in the city court. 

Judge Read, whose appointment was an- 
nounced by Governor Atkinson several 
days ago, !s eminently fitted for the posi- 
tion and his appointment has given univer- 
sal satisfaction. 

He will begin his term as judge of the 
city court January 7th, and will no doubt 
grace the bench and be an honor to the 
long list of indges who have vreceded him. 

A Busy Term Ahead. 

When the criminal branch of the superior 
court convenes in session on the first 
Monday of the new year it will have 
much work before it. The docket will con- 
tain many cases of much interest to the 
public and the work of the court will be 
trying and tedious.
